Stretch the fabric to he stenciled 
smoothly over white blotting paper or 
pieces of newspaper and fasten it firmly 
to a drawing-board or tabletop 
thumbtacks or large pins. Then fasten 
over this in the same way the cut sten- 
cil, which may be bought ready made, 
or for the making of which instructions 
may be found in any book on the sub- 
ject. The paper underneath absorbs any 
superfluity of color. 

Take careful measurements, so that 

repeated patterns will fit; in border de- 
signs use a soft pencil mark or a line of 
basting thread as a guide. A large brush 
should be used for wall decoration, a 
smaller one for fabric, says the Indian- 
apolis Star. 
‘ The colors should be thoroughly mixed 
with the medium by means of a spatula 
or a small knife. The brush should be 
well filled, and all superfluous color 
should then be scraped from it. Some- 
times it is better to tap or “pounce” 
the color than to brush it on. Try it out 
‘first on a waste piece of fabric to be 
sure about consistency, shade, etc. 

Keep the stencil clean, front and back.

In cutting out the design forms al- 
low one eighth inch for turning in, un- 
less, as is sometimes better, there is 
to be a fancy stitch along the edge of 
the applique. 

The ties, or connecting parts, of the 
stencil eften break, through the fineness 
of their cutting. They can be repaired 
by pasting a small piece of the same 
paper over the broken section with glue 
or shellac. 

Stenciling may be applied, either be- 
fore or after the article is made up, to 
curtains, pillow covers, workbags, laun- 
dry bags, parasols, fans, handkerchief 
and glove boxes. Stencil outfits can be 
purchased, with an assortment of designs 
and colors, brushes, knives, thumbtacks, 
ete., for from $1 to $3.50, See that the 
stencils are clean-cut and of stout paper, 
andif possible try to obtain fast colors.

ENGLISH PIGEON PIE. 

Four pigeons, three quarters of a pound 
of beefgteak from round, the yolks of 
six hard-cooked eggs, one half cupful of 
button mushrooms, one 


quarter onion, 


one quarter pound of butter, one and one 
half tablespoonfuls of flour, three quar 
ters of pint of bouillon, salt, a pinch of 
pepper, two tablespoonfuls of fine 
chopped parsley. Dress and wipe the 
pigeons and simmer in butter for one 
half hour, closely covered. Remove and 
cut in halves. Fry the steak, which has 
been cut in. small pieces, in the same 
butter for 10 minutes. Line a baking 
dish with chopped paste, made of butter. 
Salt and pepper the pigeons and meat, 
and place in the dish, a sprinkling of 
parsley and mushrooms between each 
layer, the egg volks here and there. 
Now slice one quarter onion, simmer two 
or three minutes in butter, add the flour, 
brown, then turn in the hot bouillon 
slowly, stirring continually; let cook five 
minutes, strain over the meat, cover the 
top with crust, and bake in a good oven 
for one hour and 15 minutes. 
POTATO CONES. 

Peel six large potatoes, boil until ten- 
der, mash and season with salt, pepper 
and a lump of butter, two tahlespoonfuls 
of milk. Have a cup of cheese shredded 
fine. Drop potatoes in cone shape on a 
plate, make a hole in the top of each, 
dropping in a lump of butter. Sprinkle 
them with cheese and finish filling hole. 
Put in hot oven and brown. Garnish 
with parsley. 

‘SAGO PUDDING. 

Wash half a cupful of sago and drain; 
then soak it in half a cupful of warm 
water for 10 minutes. Put one pint of 
milk on to boil. When it boils stir in 
the sago and boil for five minutes, stir- 
ring constantly by which time the 
sago will be cooked enough and quite 
clear. Take the pan from the fire and 
stir in one heaping tablespoonful cf 
sugar and half a tablespoonful of butter.

A REMARKABLE INSTANCE 


Bells for Grazing Animals

OST of the cow-bells, not to speak 

of bells for sheep and for grazing 
horses and mules, are manufactured in’ 
New England, and it is claimed that 
one little town in Connecticut furnishes 
by far the majority of cow-bells made. 

The metal for the bells is received at 
the factory in large, flat sheets of thin 
iron direct from the rolling-mill, and is 
passed under a steam-driven cutter that 
turns out the- properly shaped pieces 
like patterns for a double-bladed axe. 
Then a ring for a clapper is fastened 
into the center of each piece, and it is 
spanned with a little iron strap for a 
handle. Finally the piece is bent down 
into the familiar bell shape and its sides 
riveted together on the anvil. 

The next step in the manufacture is 
to impart tone and color to the bell. 
These are gained by a coating of brass 
and a bath in a fiery furnace. In nests 
of four or five the bells, ranging in 
size from the little three-inch sheep- 
bells to the seven-inch cow-bells, are 
placed, with a mixture of charcoal and 
brass filings between them, in plumbago 
crucibles, the lids whereof are held in 
place by a plastering of wet clay. These 
are then immersed in the fire. 

Within the crucibles the brass spreads 
itself in a thin coating over the im- 
prisoned bells, and the bell obtains its 
clear note. Al] that remains to be done 
is to burnish the bells, a process which 
consists in throwing them, with a few 
leather scraps, into a big revolving 
evlinder.

In studying the Bible teach- 
ing on this subject one is irresistibly 
led to the conclusion that the popular 
idea of this state, where it is not so 
vague as to be almost non-existent, is so 
intensely material that it must be 
founded on a purely literal interpretation 
of the vision in St. John’s book of Reve- 
lation. 

In “Science and Health with Key to the 
Scriptures,” page 547, Mrs. Eddy says:

political situation. There are already 
striking indications of a rebound from 
recent radical opinion with regard to the 
regulation of interstate traffic. Especially 
is this noticeable among the large class that 
is immediately interested in the bread and butter side of railroading. 
Hundreds of thousands of workers are dependent upon railroad 
employment; the rise and fall of railroad earnings affect their wages 
and the comfort of their families; they are more deeply concerned 
in the prosperity of the transportation lines even than the 
shareholders or the shippers, and until quite recently they have 
been seldom consulted and seldom heard from with relation to 
national administrative policies affecting the welfare of their 
employers. 

They are now, however, proceeding with the idea of making 
their influence felt. Some 3000 delegates from three of the great 
divisions of railroad employees in the East have just decided, at 
a meeting held in New York city, to demand representation at 
the rate hearing now in progress before the interstate commerve 
commission, and these representatives, guided by resolutions adopted, 
will favor the increase in the freight tariff asked for by the 
companies. The temper of the railroad employees of the country 
in this regard may be fairly measured by the course taken a few 
davs ago by the legislative board of locomotive engineers of 
Pennsylvania representing 10,000 men. This body reported 
resolutions reciting that “the various railway companies by whom 
our members are employed have recently enormously increased their 
operating expenses and fixed charges, by reason of a general increase 
in wages and the increased cost of material and the incessant demand 
of the public for improved facilities and service.” The chairman 
of the executive committee of the engineers at Buffalo makes public 
a letter from the chief of the Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, 
in which the latter says he is in thorough sympathy with the 
movement for higher rates and adds: “If the railroads are to 
continue to exist, some way must be found to meet the constantly 
increasing demand on their gross earnings.” 

All this, of course, presents the railroad: question to the public 
in a new phase. The shipper has hekl the floor for some time, 
and he has been backed by a great ceal ot the eloquence and influence 
of the land. Although everything he ships has advanced in price, 
he has been, and still is, opposeel to any increase in the rates of 
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AFTER the long summer _ vacation the 
cabinet is holding sessions at Washington 
which, the telegraph tells’us, will extend over 
three days. Many things that were left 
unfinished at the close of the long session 
of Congress, and many things that have 
arisen since, demand consideration. Perhaps 
one of the things of greatest interest to all 
around the cabinet table will be the manner 
in which the administration has come 
through the intervening period. Some members of the cabinet have 
toured the country, some have penetrated into the far regions of 
its contiguous or non-contiguous territory; but in the main, the 
President's official family has been so distributed over the homeland 
during the last few months that, at its present reunion, it ought to be 
able to give a pretty comprehensive account of the state of public 
sentiment. 

Regarded from the outside, the administrdétion, everything 
considered, has come out very well. There have been times when 
the situation has involved some alarm, notably when the President 
inadvertently found himself involved in New York politics, and 
again when sowie of the western states exhibited a disposition to 
overlook, or to belittle, the work carried through Congress last 
winter by the employment of executive tact, influence and pressure. 
There was a time, too, when it looked as if the President might 
be rebuked by his own party for his defense of a member of his 
cabinet; but even this was averted, and the season closed léaving 
the administration, on the whole, in a better ligrlit before the public 
than whien it began. !t is well within the bounds to say that the 
President and his policies are, if anything, on a stronger footing 
today, in public opinion, than they have been at any other time. 

So much for the past, and the future will depend largely upon 
the program which the three days cabinet session shall agree upon. 
That there will be no going backward is evident from the President s 
utterances during the summer, and that the forward’ steps will be 
carefully taken is equally manifest. I:ven though there may be 
external influences of a gisturbing nature, the fact that the President s 
official family is calm will have a steadying influence upon the 
nation and a reassuring influence upon the private affairs of its 
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people. .

must make pertinent the inquiry, what is the influence of the 
orchestra today? The instrumentation in “Creation,” Mozart's 
symphonic picture in “The Magic Flute,” or the notable departure 
inaugurated by the great Beethoven, find their twentieth century 
appeal wherever music bases culture and education. Naturally, now 
that cities throughout the world are making ready with musical 
programs more or less pretentious, the question of good music for 
the masses is not to be dismissed. 

In the United States musical education has progressed along 
lines not always satistactory to either teacher or pupil. For good 
reasons, Europe has been visited frequently in order that the highest 
(legree of efficiency should be attained. Travelers abroad have not 
tailed to notice that even among the masses the concert or the opera 
house seems indispensable. The very atmosphere breathes love for 
instrumental harmony. The great conductors still come to America 
from over sea. 

With all this, the new era of musical appreciation in America 
Is proceeding at a rate that holds promise of satisfactory results. 
More and more national pride urges the fostering of home talents 
and this encouragement has brought excellent returns. That 
foreign conductors have been made use of often does not minimize 
the importance of the native element. American compositions have 
been declared by the greatest of foreign critics to be equal to the 
best of the present day; an American director has won such 
distinction as to place him in the front rank among composers 
and conductors. 

It is a sign of the times that almost every leading city in this 
country today has its orchestral organization with high ideals. 
Chicago, New York, Pittsburg, Boston, have developed to a degree 
that calls for notice. It is not given to every city, of course, to 
have at its command orchestral traditions such as require the New 
Ingland institution to keep constantly on guard lest that which is 
to come be not ditnmed by past performances. Standards have 
been set from which no divergence is permitted. Henschel, Wilhelm

usually have been met. Behind all this, there is the bondholder 
who is looking for his interest and the shareholder who is looking 
for his dividend. 

It is time for an intelligent people to be looking at this matter 
rationally. It is time for the railroad patron and the railroad 
employee, as well as the railroad official and the railroad shareholder 
to look at it with a view to the general welfare of the country. It 
ought to be possible to discover; on the one side, what is due to 
the public in service; on the other, what is due to the worker in 
wages and what is due to the railroads in profit. Politics should be 
completely eliminated from the situation. The treatment of the rail- 
roads, or their regulation, is a question of great industrial importance, 
and one in which the producer, the laborer and the investor have a 
much deeper interest than the mere politician.

BECAUSE results are not immediately observ- 
able, there has been considerable skepticism 
The and considerable criticism in some quarters 
with regard to the operations of the state 
and national fish-culture bureaus. In some 
instances the apparent failure of the

Fish Culture experiments has justified doubt, but in 
reality the campaign for the replenishment 


| 
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| of the streams and lakes from_the very 
beginning has been marked by progressive 
steps. The so-called failures haye simply taught’ those engaged 
in the work the conditions to be avoided in order to achieve success. 
The young fish have been “planted” sometimes too early, sometimes 
too late, sometimes without proper regard for their ability to make 
their own way. 

But it is pleasant and reassuring to learn that as a result of 
several years of patient work by the state of New York, the St. 
Lawrence river has at length become so well stocked that fishing 
in that stream is as good today as it was thirty years ago. It is 
something to have made this gain, and the knowledge gathered in 
the meantime should make it possible soon to bring fishing in the 
St. Lawrence up to the standard of sixty years ago. 

There is a very noticeable increase of fish in the western rivers 
and lakes, although it 1s sometimes a matter of wonder, in view of 
the frequent “plantings,” that the increase has not been greater. 
The explanation is to be found in the fact that the fish bureaus 
have had much to learn, and that education of this kind can result 
only from experience, which is more or less costly. The government 
is about to put 4,500,000,000 whitefish, perch and trout into the 
Great lakes next spring, and interest in this “planting” will be 
extraordinary for the very reason that it will be done with wider 
knowledge of the conditions requisite to success. 

That the United States and the individual states engaged in 
the work are not discouraged is made plain by the fact that fish 
hatchéries are busier now than they have ever been. The 
government alone distributes billions of young fish annually for

states that the federal authorities will take 
over the northern territory from the state 
of South Australia and begin to develop it without shrinking from 
the heavy expenditure involved. Our message does not furnish 
details, but it may be assumed that the chief step in development 
will be the construction of 1140 miles of connecting railway to 
form a new transcontinental line linking up Port Darwin on the 
far north with Adelaide on the far south. Such a line would 
mainly pass over a vast plain offering no engineering difficulties 
other than watercourses and sand ridges. Some conception of the 
benefit conferred upon all Australia by such a line mav be gained 
from the oft-repeated statement that by such a route it would be 
possible to reach London from Adelaide, via~Port Darwin and the 
trans-Siberian line, in seventeen days, instead of by a journey of 
one month as at preserm. ‘-.$ 

Proper development of the northern territory will, most 
probabl}, mean a vigorous federal policy of immigration, with land 
on long and easy terms and lIbans to. settlers by government 
agricultural banks. The world is particularly interested in watching 
developments, because the present government of the commonwealth 
stands absolutely without compromise for the accepted principle 
of a white Australia, yet it 1s called on to open up a huge territory 
that is largely tropical. The prosperity of the sugar industry in 
Queensland has shown that white men, under right conditions, can 
work in the cane fields, and we may yet receive one more lesson by 
the overcoming of climatic conditions in the “empty north.” 7 

The conquest of a second problem will shortly begin with the 
construction of a transcontinental line from South Australia to West- 
ern Australia, which will link up all the states of Australia for com- 
merce or defense, and facilitate the arrival of mails from England. 
This railway is expected to run from Port Augusta in South Australia 
to Kalgoorkhe on the Western Australia goldfields—a distance of 
1100 miles. In addition to the vast stretches of land which require 
modern soil culture and denser population to utilize, the route will 
Spen up 40,000 square miles of good country. The total cost of 
the line has been estimated at about $20,000,000, but the expenditure 
will appear trifling in future days when the benefits conferred can 
be better contrasted with cost. In justice to, the state of West 
Australia, it would seem that no obstacle should be allowed to daunt. 

Passing over the federal pension system, penny postage and 
the vigorous defense policy, we note lastly the proposal to extend 
the powers of the commonwealth for the settlement and prevention 
of trade disputes. The people of Australia will be asked to agree 
to an alteration of the constitution giving a new authority to the 
central government to substitute conciliation and arbitration for 
bitter clashes between employers and employees. Recently the 
strike in New South Wales state showed the need, in the opinion 
of many Australians, for this present proposal, and if the temper 
of the electors of the commonwealth has not changed since the 
recent overwhelming decision we shall presently see one more 
effort to continue men in amicable and just relations

The 
fact that large sums are paid the Sultan of Sulu on behalf of 
Great Britain and by the Philippine commission at regular intervals 
shows the value of his services in controlling the natives. In this 
connection the President's quick response to the approaching Sultan’s 
wireless request for a military escort furnishes an enlightening 
illustration of the ethics of international propriety. Col. Hugh F. 
Scott, Governor of the Sulu archipelago and a personal friend of 
the Sultan, does the honors, assuring protection and an opportunity 
to gain a broad insight into American customs. 
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Surprising enough to the New York authorities was the Sultan’s 
announcement that he had sold in Paris the valuable gems he was 
expected to bring to America. That, however, is a sidelight. What 
carries more import to those who look deeper is the Sultan’s 
statement that, his chief ambition is to take back to Sulu a cargo 
of American instructors, in order to make that land “just like 
America.” There lies the truer significance of the monarch’s visit. 
It typifies the yearning of an awakening people for educational 
advantages.
